When signs are erected 
in each block pursuant to this Division giving 
notice thereof, no person shall park a vehicle 
for longer than 10 minutes at any time within 
the district or upon any of the streets described 
in schedule 19, maintained on file in the office 
of the City Clerk."

Please be advised that the Airport Police have requested a review of the 
existing Traffic Ordinance specifically as it relates to short term parking at 
the Terminal concours. Their current policy is to allow for 10 minutes parking 
for passenger and baggage pick-up. They would prefer to stay within the scope 
of Section 17-93 time limit ($2.00 fine) rather than passenger loading zone, as 
the latter requires the vehicle to be occupied as well as a $10.00 fine. 

It is hereby recommended that the Board of Public Safety authorize the 
following amendment to the Traffic Code and that said approval be forwarded to 
the City Attorney for drafting into Ordinance form for presentation to City Council.
